The following Report was read :— 

“Your Council, in presenting their seventh Annual Report, have 
once more to record a year of steady progress. 

The membership of the Society shows a marked increase, and the 


roll on December 3 1 st stood as follows: 

Ordinary members . . . . . . 94 

Corresponding members . . . . . 82 

Total . 176 


the totals for the two preceding years being 168 in 1898, and 173 in 
i 897. 

During the past year two members have resigned; while the Society 
has further to deplore the loss of one of its members by death. The 
Society has thus lost three members, while eleven new members have 
been elected; one candidate awaited election at the close of the year. 

The finances of the Society are in a flourishing condition. Aftm 
payment of all liabilities there remains a balance of £24 4 s. bd. in the 
Treasurers hands, whilst the sum of £59 still remains invested in 
Metropolitan 2A per cent, stock. 

The President’s address was delivered on February lOtli, 1899, and 
twenty-eight communications, attributable to twenty authors, have 
also been made to the Society. 

Since the last Annual General Meeting three more numbers of the

comprising 168 pages, including the index, title-page, contents, and 
list of illustrations for the whole volume, and containing six plates and 
numerous illustrations in the text.

OBITUARY NOTICES. 

Sir Rawson William Rawson, K.O.M.G., C.B., etc., who became 

# a member of the Society in 1891, took a keen interest in Conehology, 
( and had amassed a large collection of shells. 

He was born in 1811, educated at Eton, and in 1830 became 
Secretary to the then Vice-President of the Board of Trade; in 1834 
he was appointed Secretary to the President, and in 1841 was Private 
Secretary to Mr. Gladstone in the same office. In 1812 he was 
| appointed Chief Secretary for Canada, subsequently going to 
Mauritius, where for several years he held the post of Treasurer. He 
was appointed Colonial Secretary at the Cape of Good Hope in 1834, 
[and was elected to the Cape Parliament. In 1861 he was appointed 

• Governor of the Bahamas, and in 1869 of the Windward Islands, 
retiring in 1875, when he received the honour of knighthood. 

Sir Rawson Rawson was also a good botanist, and joint author with 
Dr. K. W. L. Pappe of “Synopsis Filicum Africa) Australis.” He 
L was also devoted to geographical research, and at one time served on 
the Council of the Royal Geographical Society. He fuither did much 
for the Statistical Society; was its President in 1884-5, and first 
President of the International Statistical Institute. He died in 
Londou, 20th November, 1899. * 1 

Sylvanus Cn arles Tiiorp Hanley, although never a member of 
the Malacologieal Society, was far too noted a Malacologist, and his 
3 death too great a loss to our science, to be passed over without mention. 

He is probably best known by his Avork, written in conjunction with 
Prof. E. Forbes, “A History of British Mollusea,” which is still the 
/ best on the whole subject; though his “Ipsa Linnrci Conchylia ” is 
an equally valuable publication, and indispensable to the systematise 2
